Aviation Committee Head 
Says Nature Has Been 
Unkind in. Providing 
Terrain Hilly and Full 
ef Rocks. 


Atlanta, today, could support at 
least three aviation fields, so crow- 
ed has Candler airport become, de- 
clared Alderman William B. Harts- 
field, chairman of the municipal avia- 
tion committee, Sunday in discuss 
ing the criticism of the field by local 
pilots, who sail Saturday that the 
field is rough and dangerous. He 
urged that the county commission be- 
come interested in the work. - 

“The pilots must remember that our 
field is still in progre-s of develop- 
ment and they must have patience 
while we work,’ Mr. Hartsfield said 
“Until we get a stand of grass we 
must helplessly watch the rain make 
ruts in the field.” he added, pointing 
out that it would be a waste of monev 
to fill in ruts until the grass first get» 
a stand, for the next rain would wash 
them out again. 

Work of developing Candler field 
has been slow and expensive, because 
nature has been most unkind to At- 


lanta from an aviation siandpoint, as 
all of the local territory is rolling 
and full of rock, Mr. Hartsfield point- 
ed out. The landing field is ngt for 
Atlanta alone, but the entire county 
participates, and if the county com- 
missioners would only become inter- 
ested and enthusiastic over the proj- 
ect, Atlanta could astound the counr- 
try in its aerial leadership, he said 
Field’s Surface Criticized. 

The criticism made by the local 
pilots was directed at the condition 
of the field’s surface, the ground be- | 
ing rough and full of holes, as well 
as having a hump across the middle 
of the field, making ground navigation 
hazardous. ‘The pilots also pointed 
out that the east and west runway 
should be extended and that the fiel# 
is extremely dusty in dry weather and 
full of mudholes:in wet weather. Pro- 
pellors, landing gear and other parts 
of the airplanes suffer terrific dam- 
age from the condition of the field, 
the pilots said. 

Discussion of the field will not 
have been in vain if it produces a 
great interest in the field and its im- 
portance, Mr. Hartsfield said. “But 
at the same time, those who criticize 
must give us credit for our natural 
handicaps and not pick out other l- 
calities where nature already has pro- 
vided wonderful landing spaces and 
then take us to task because in a few 
years’ time we have not completely 
duplicated the providential luck of 
others.” 

Pointing out that Candler field is 
a good airport, but that it is his hope 
to make it still better, Mr. Hartsfield 
said that the field is now one of the 
best equipped airports in the country 
the lighting svstem having been sin- 
gled out by the department of couw- 
merce as a model, 

Great Airport Deserved. 

“Let us not halt our aerial prog- 
ress for petty sa abbles,” Mr. Harts 
field urged. “Waiving aside the 
pronriety of the chief beneficiaries 
criticizing their gift, and their own 
deficiencies. the fact remains that At- 
lanta does deserve a great airport sec- 
ond to none in her class.’’ 

Mr. Hartsfield’s statement follows: 

“As one interested in the upbuild- 
ing of Atlanta as an aerial center, al- 
low me to comment upon the remarks 
of the pilots at Candler field as carried 
in the Sunday paper. 

“The city has been very kind to our 
local pilots. Much money has been ex- 
pended for purposes rebounding to 
their direct benefit. At enormous ex- 
pense we have built underground con- 
duits for electric and telephone wires 
so as to reduce their hazards. At tre-

GOOD DURING 1327 
SAYS YEAR BOOK 


Commerce Department 
Reports Continued Pros- 
perity and Lauds Effi- 
° Pf 

ciency of Industry. 


Washington, August 5.—(United 
News.)—American business in 1927 
was “on a very high level, continuing 
the prosperity which has been char- 
acteristic of every year since 1921, 
and which reflects the steadily in- 
creasing efficiency of both industry 
and trade,” the commerce department 
year* book for 1928 said today. 

Toward the close of 1927 there was 
a recession in activity in some lines, 
but this has been recovered in part 
during the early months of this year, 
the survey said. 

“Manufacturing output, the best 
measure of general economic activity, 
was less by only an Insignificant mar- 
gin than the record attained in 1926,” 
the survey said, “The somewhat more 


marked decline in railroad traffic was 
chiefly due to the abnormally large 
shipments of coal in 1926, the traffiv 
of 1927 exceeding that in any other 
preceeding year. 

“Mineral output fully equalled the 
record volume of 1926, and crop pro- 
duction was larger than in any other 
recent year. In quantitative volume 
export trade was considerably larger 
than in other post-war years owing 
primarily to the continued growth ot 
exports of manufactured goods, but 
the decided decline in average export 
prices, especially of certain raw 
staples, left the value somewhat below 
that of 1925, the peak figure of re- 
cent years.” 

Comparatively little quantitative 
change wus noted in the nation’s 
import trade, the survey explained, 
but there was a material decline in

Chicago, August 5.—-( United 
News.)—Complete reorganization of 
the Chicago police department was 
forecast today as Acting Police Com- 
missioner William F. Russell, recent- 
ly appointed to succeed Michael 
Hughes, engaged in further con fer- 
ences with his aides regarding the 


“shakeup.” 

John Stege, new deputy police com- 
missioner, today ordered the pay roll 
list of the entire department revised. 
This order followed closely the sweep- 
ing edict Saturday of Commissioner 
Russell, transfering 328 officers, in- 
cluding 19 captains, 13 lieutenants 
and 26 sergeants. 

The Russell order affected officers 
in the “bloody twentieth” ward, where 
gambling and racketeering, the cause 
of much violence in. Chicago in recent 
months, had been flourishing. 

The underworld was startled by 
Russell's move and many were said 
to have closed their doors Saturday 
night before the new regime, which 
started work today, ‘had moved into 
the ward. 

Bootleggers, gamblers, racketeers and 
other vice lords were said to be pre- 
paring to “hide out’ until after the 
November election.

Paris, August 5.—(United News.) 
Renewed attempts of the United 
States government to extradite Henry 
M. Blackmer, of Denver, missing wit- 
ness in the Teapot Dome oil investi- 
gation, received a setback here to- 
day when it was pointed out at the 
ministry of justice that extradition 
rarely is granted on charges such as 
the oil man faces. 

Officials said application for 
Blackmer’s extradition had not been 
received here. 

Officials at the department declined 
to comment on the case further than‘ 
pointing out it would be rather un- 
usual for extradition papers to be 
signed for Blackmer in view of “the 
charges of crimes of complicity.” 

Blackmer, who has been a volun- 
tary exile in France since the oil 
scandal investigation was launched, 
motored to the country with friends 
today. He left word at his hotel that 
he would return Monday morning. 
*The status of his passport was un- 
known, according to information at 
the “American embassy, but it ‘was 
definitely said it has not been re- 
newed there in the last two years. 


The United States at one time re- 
voked Blackmer’s passport in an at- 
tempt to force him to return to this 
country for questioning in connection 
with affairs of the Continental Trad- 
ing company, Inc., which was or- 
ganized in connection with the Sin- 
clair Teapot Dome deal. 

The company, it was revealed at 
senate hearings a few months ago, 
Was used as a “dummy” concern 
which realized more than $3,000,000 
profit in the oil transactions, 


being sought by police under instruc- 
tions of Russell. Saltis was believed 
to have left the city temporarily and 
Capone either has done likewise or is 
“hiding out” in one of his favorite 


haunts. 

Other habitues of the underworld 
also were sought by Russell's men in 
keeping with their chief's determins-

STORMS INCREASE 
TOLL OF WEATHER 
DEATHS IN EAST 


One Dead, Four Pros- 
trated in New York; 
Salvation Army Officer 
Killed by Bolt. 


New York,- August 5.—(#)—Violent 
thunderstorms coming on the heels of 
a four-day heat wave and accompanied 
by high winds, hail and rain swept 
over the east last night leaving a 
trail of death and damaged property. 

One death and four prostrations 
from the heat was New York’s toll 
as streét-level ‘thermometers register- 
ed 94 degrees and the city sweltered 
despite a languid breeze that made the 
weather slightly more endurable. 

A violent storm that swept the out- 
skirts of the city skirted Manhattan 


but sent the mercury downward aft- 
er nightfall. The fourth day of the 
heat wave drove millions of persons 
to nearby beaches, 

At Sharon, Mass., Paul Rader, a 
Salvation Army captain, was killed 
by a bolt of lightning while he was 
helping to bring several hundred child 
bathers to safety as the storm broke 
over Lake Massapoag. 

Two bathers were drowned near 
Boston and considerable property dam- 
age was reported in that area.

Roofs were. ripped 
from bungalows, wires torn from their 
poles and police launches reescued a 
score of persons from small pleasure 
craft in Long Island sound. 

Before the storm struck the ther- 
mometer had registered 96 degreees in 
Boston. The rain sent the mercury 
tumbling 15 to 20 degreees.

An unidentified white man was re- 
ported to have been seriously injured 
Sunday night when a heavy sedan he 
was driving swerved into a fireplug, 
glanced against a telerhone pole and 
turned on its side, according to police 
reports.

DOWN ONLY SIXTY 
MILES OFF SHORE 


One Aviator, Injured in 
Fall Aboard Ship, Sent 
to Military Hospital at 
Oporto. 


LEAK IN GAS PIPE 
CAUSE OF FAILURE 


After 35 Hours of Flying, 

Airmen Were Almost 
Back in Europe When 
Found. 


Lisbon, Portugal, August 5.—(4)— 
The Polish aviators, Majors Idzikow- 
ski and Kubala, after being rescued 
at sea off Portugal yesterday, when 


their attempt to span the Atlantic 


came to an abrupt end, were landed 
today at Leixos, near Oporto, Portu- 
gal. | 
The German steamer, Samos, which 
took them from their smashed air- 
plane, also brought the Sesquiplane 
into port. ; 
One of the aviators injured his arm 
in a fall aboard the steamship so 
seriously that he was sent to the 
military hospital at Oporto when 
the ship docked this morning. It was 


said later, however, that both airmen 
expected to be able to leave tomor- 
row for Paris, their starting point. 

_ The aviators had™been in the air 
since 4:46 a. m., Greenwich mean 
time, Friday and in 35 hours of fly- 
ing had made a great circle out over 
the Atlantic toward the Azores, dur- 
ing which they had been sighted by 
two steamships... Radio reports from 
these vessels first gave the world in- 
timation that the Poles had aban- 
doned their attempt to span the At- 
lantic and were headed back toward 
Europe. 

‘They had reached a point only 60 
miles off Cape Finistere, when trouble 
with their gasoline feed pipe forced 
an abrupt descent into the sea. The 
big plane struck the waves with such 
force that the wings were smashed. 
The crew of the Samos, with dif- 
ficulty, extricated the aviators and 
turned their vessel for the nearest 
port. 

The Marszalek Pilsudski apparent- 
ly had flown in great circles over the 
ocean after leaving the coast of 
France. No report of its being sight 
el came from the Azores which had 
been named as their first sbi:etive 
in their flight to New York. 

Instead the Norwegian tanker Az- 
tec reported that she had sighted a 
biplane (which resembled a_ sesqui- 
plane) at a point 200 miles north of 
the Azores early yesterday morning 
when the Polish plane should have 
been far beyond that point had ‘it 
held to its course and normal speed. 

Further mystification to those who 
waited on both shores of the Atlantic 
came when the’ British steamship 
Amakura reported sigthing the plane 
several hundred miles norteast of the 
position given by the Aztec. It then 
appeared that the Poles had either de- 
termined to return to some point in 
Europe or had become lost. As more 
than sufficient time passed for them 
to have reached the land as a direct 
flight. the fear arose that the latter 
was the fact. 

For the second time in a week 
trouble with the fuel supply system 
had forced a plane into the sea while 
on an attempt to make the westward 
crossing which has only once been ac- 
complished in an airplane. For the 
second time, too, in so brief a space,_ 
aviators have been plucked by steari- 
ships from the waters in which so 
many of their daring predecessors had 
met death. 

Wednesday; Captain Frank T. 
Courtney with three companions had 
set out in a flying boat from the 
Azores to fly to Newfoundland. Half 
way across a broken gas line had 
sprayed fuel against the hot motors 
so that the plane caught fire and 
forced a rapid descent. The flying 
boat made a safe landing and floated 
ten hours until a steamship reached 
the spot. That plane was abandoned.

POLISH FLIERS ARE 
PICKED UP AT SEA 


Continued From First Page. 


Previous rescues at sea had been 
made in the cases of Hawkes, De Pi- 
nedo and Ruth Elder, all on east- 
bound flights, but the sea had swal- 
lowed up without trace other expedi- 
tions which had attempted to cross 
it in the air. 


Majors Idzikowski and Kubala hop- 
ped off from Lebourget, the French 
aviation metropolis, near Paris, at 5,49 
a. m. French time Thursday in the 
biplane “The Marshal Pilsudski” with 
the intention of making a non-stop 
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flight to New York. It was their in- 
tention to pursue the southern route 
via the Azores thence to Halifax and 


on to their destination. 
The next word of their : 
came from a French trawler 60 miles 
off the coast of France and some 350 
miles from their starting point which 
reported the big cream-colored plane 
passed overhead flying very low— 
about 600 feet—indicating, it was said 
in aviation circles, that weather con- 
ditions at sea were unfavorable. 

Throughout the remainder of Thurs- 
day and until early Friday night the 
airmen who essayed the difficult east- 
west crossing of the Atlantic were un- 
reported from any source and as the 
time for their scheduled appearance 
over the Azores passed without any 
sign of them there was a certain sense 
of uneasiness felt by those who had 
followed the fortunes of the gallant 
airmen several months. 

At 10:40 o’clock, New York time, 
Friday night, the steamer Aztec re- 
ported sighting the plane at 44.22 de- 
grees north latitude and 24.00 west 
longitude. ‘This position is 1.284 air 
miles from Lebourget and 463 miles 
due north of Pont-A-Delgada, Azores. 

Two hours and 20 minutes later at 
1 a. m. Saturday, New York time, 
the steamer Amakura reported sight- 
ing a plane going eastward—at 46.20 
degrees north latitude, and 20.40 west 
longitude. This position is 1,087. air 
miles from Lebourget and 215 miles 
northeast of the position reported by 
the Aztec. 

From then until the anouncement 
that the fliers had been rescued, no 
word was received from any source in- 
dicating their fate. 

Plans for the flight had been under 
way for more than a year under the 
auspices of the Polish ministry of war. 
During this time the two aviators were 
in France undergoing special training 
and selecting their machine—a sesqui- 
plane of the S. 8S. E. C. M.-Amiot 
type with a lLorraine-Dietrich 650 
horsepower motor. They carried no 
radio, preferring to utilize this space 
for fuel of which they placed on board 
sufficient to keep them aloft 56 hours. 

Major Idzikowski is 37 years old 
and became ‘a pilot in the Russian 
army in 1915. During the war he 
won several milifary decorations and 
became a master of heavy bombing 
planes. After the reestablishment of 
Poland he joined its air force in 1918 
and was appointed director of the air 
school. 

_Major Kubala, who is 35, was a 
pilot in the Austrian army and joined 
the Polish air force also in 1918. He 
distinguished himself in the war and 
obtained many decorations.

All of our terri- 
tory is rolling and full of rock, The 
building of a field here is a Herculean 
task requiring enormous funds and 
endless labor. q 

“We have preached these things on 
every hand—have stressed the fu- 
ture of Atlanta as an airport and 
begged for support and funds on every 
land.

Should Be Proud of Field. 

“Citizens of Atlanta have every 
reason to be proud of Candler field. 
It may not be the biggest and best 
field in America, but neither do we 
know of ariything else: the city has 


which is the biggest, the best and. 


most expensive of any other city in 
the country. : 

“Our ow is one of the best equip- 
ped muficipal airports in the coun- 
try. Our lighting installations has 
been signaled out by the department 
of commerce as a model. Candler field 
is a good field, but it is our hope to 
make it still better. 

“Tt may interest the people to know 
that it is already becoming crowded 
and if aviation in Atlanta continues 
to progress, another field will soon 
become imperatively needed. Atlanta 
could support todav at least three 
fields, Sooner or later we must have 
them, otherwise we will be like a city 
trying to become a railroad center 
with one track. 

“Tf this discussion produces a great- 
er interest in our field and its im- 
portance, it will not be in vain, but 
at the same time those who criticize 
must give us credit for our natural 
handicaps and not pick out other lo- 
calities where nature has alre.dy pro- 
vided wonderful landing spaces and 
then take us to task because in a few 
years’ time we have not completely 
duplicated the providential luck of 
others.” 


NEED OF “APRONS” 
CONFIRMED BY LT. DUKE. 

The necessity of providing concrete 
aprons along the hangar line at Can- 
dler field, as a preventive of discom- 
fort to spect:.tors and damage to pro- 
pellors, as urged by local pilots in 
Sunday’s Constitution, is upheld in an 
article by Lieutenant Donald Duke 
in the August issue of “Air Travel 
News,” one of the leading aviation 
magazines. 

In his discussion, headed “Modern- 
izing Our Airports,” Lieutenant Duke 
points out that “the most offending 
nuisance on airports today is the dirt 
and dust caused by planes warming 
up or being tested for engine or igni- 
tion trouble on the ‘dead line’ imme 
diately in front of hangars.” This 
trouble will be eliminated entirely by 
providing ample space on _ concrete 
aprons between hangars for warming 
up, adjusting, servicing, etc., he says. 

100-Foot Aprons. 

“Between hangars there should be 
a 100-foot concrete apron (50 feet 
for each hangar), where planes may 
be ‘warmed up’ or adjustments made,” 
Lieutenant Duke points out. “This 
method affords ‘shelter from cold 
winds or storms, eliminates damage fo 
propellors (due to picking up small 
rocks) causes less noise and elim- 
inates congestion on the flying field 
where ordinarily there _ are more 
planes being worked on than flown.” 

With reference to the automobile 
traffic congestion problem, a condi- 
tion which makes a trip to Candler 
field on many days a veritable night- 
mare, Lieutenant Duke remarks: 
“The great majority of visitors, and 
this usually includes the whole family 
from grandparents to grandchildren, 
reach our airports by automobile. 
Here again the visitor finds traffic 
congested over the one usually ques- 
tionable means of approach, whereas 
six or eight paved roads should be 
provided. 

“Arriving at the airport one finds 
parking facilities inadequate and a 
noticeable lack of organized control, 
since there is invariably a conflict be 
tween city, county or state as to con- 
stituted police authority.”’ 

First Impressions Lasting. 

“Prominent people of both sexes, 
senators, cabinet members, governors 
and many of our leading industrial 
executives, becoming more and more 
committed to the advantages and ex- 
hiliation- of air travel are frequent 
visitors at airports where facilities 
are known to be modern. First im- 
pressions are usually lasting and 
many aerial travelers form their first 
impression of a city from the hos- 
pitality accorded at its airport,”’ 
Lieutenant Duke says. 

*“Furopean airports have provided 
the same comforts and conveniences 
found in our better rail.7ay terminals 
and the present tendency abroad is to- 
ward airparks including everything 
for the welfare and amusement of 
nerial tourists, visitors and their fam- 
ilies. Municipalities should consider 
carefully the recommendations of their 
air boards before consigning these re- 
ports to their archives. Aviation is 
rapidly becoming one of our leading 
industries and it will be unfortunate 
and costly indeed for those cities 
which have failed to make intelligent 
provision for its future.”

Anti-F ascist 
Congress. 


Two years ago Barbusse and Rol- 
land and some other eminent person- 
alities founded the international anti- 
fascist committee. “Each time some 
murderous coup was planned in Italy 
this committée intervened,’’ says the 
Paris weekly, “Monde.” “Through 
its energy and moral! authority it has 
acted as a deterrent upon the sangui- 
nary excesses of fascism.” But this 
is not sufficient apparently for Bar- 
busse now makes ready to call an 
anti-fascist congress in Paris. In a 
manifesto, subscribed by a galaxy of 
free spirits from all over Europe, he 
declares that the crimes and _ igno- 
minity of fascism have _ passed 
the limits of human _ endurance 
and that all decent citizens’ must 
make a_i stand against further 
contamination of other countries 
by the doctrines of fascism. At 
the congress which will take 
place in Paris victims of fascism will 
come to tell their tales of woe. “It 
will be a tribune for all the world to 
hear,” says Barbusse. “And it will 
be a barricade of the spirit that fas- 
cism cannot surmount.’ The con- 
gress will see such speakers as Pro- 
fessor MHinstein, possibly Tagore; 
Miguel de Unamuno, the Catalo- 
nian savant; Turati, the exiled chief 
of Italian socialism; Leon Werth, 
Luc -Durtain; Lode SBaekelmans, 
Claude McKay, Heinrich Mann, Kurt 
Kersten and many others. The only

Borms. 


On August 5 a demonstration: will 
be held in Brussels in favor of the 
liberation of Dr. August Borms in 
whose behalf some prominent Ameri- 
cans recently signed an appeal of 
clemency.

| Health Talks

HABITS, HOBBIES AND HEALTH 

No. 3.—Drinking at Mealtime. 

The old timers had a very plausible 
theory that any dilution of the gastric 
juice or the digesting food in the 
stomach with water or other fluid de- 
layed digestion and was therefore un- 
healthful. So that old-fashioned in- 
valids, particularly sufferers from 
“dyspepsia,” whatever that may have 
been, had to worry through a meal 
bone dry no matter how thirsty they 
felt. Old-fashioned people rather lik- 


ed that sort of punishment; it was 
unpleasant medicine, therefore it was 
good for what they imagined ailed 
them, just as castor oil is good for 
whatever ails Johnny just because 
Johnny loves it so. 

Well, we're gradually getting over 
these ascetic notions. Hell, I gather, 
is not so hot by several degrees as it 
was when you and I were young, 
Maggie. There’s diseernible a gen- 
eral disposition for sensible folk to 
take life less seriously. 

First, some clinical pathologist ob- 
served that he could obtain a better 
specimen of gastric juice by having 
the patient drink a glass or two of 
cold water than he could by having 
the patient force down a dry test 
breakfast. And being fond of- my 
morning coffee I want to say here 
that my notioin of a dry breakfast is 
the one you cram down knowing that 
the stomach tube (knowh to all old- 
time reporters as the stomach 
“pump”’) is going to chase it and take 
it away from you presently. Owing 
to slight deafness in one ear I have 
never swallowed a_ tube myself—I 
didn’t hear the professor when he un- 
limbered his tube and called for 
volunteer subjects—but I have pat- 
ted a few patients on the back and 
encouraged them to be calm, until we 
had the chyme all collected. So I 
can appreciate the importance of the 
discovery that a glassful or two of 
cold water induces as prompt a flow 
of gastric juices as a regular test 
breakfast does. 

If a drink of water makes the 
stomach work so well when one isn't 
particularly thirsty, how much more 
effective it must be when one feels 
thirty. Anyway, nowadays it is 
recognized by all authorities that the 
drinking of water with meals is a 
wholesome practice, and if one is at 
all thirsty. A drink of cold water 
shortly before a meal improves diges- 
tion. The only caution to remember 
is that the water, or any other bev- 
erage, should be taken as a beverage, 
and not.in gulps to wash down other 
food. When a drink of water enters 
the stomach it quickly passes through 
into the intestine beyond, and it does 
not interfere at all with the food that 
happens to be digesting in either situ- 
ation. Little water is absorbed by 
the stomach: it is absorbed into the 
blood through the wall of the intes- 
tine. 

The main reason why beverages 
should not be used to wash down mor- 
sels of other victuals is that this prac- 
tice or habit prevents good mastica- 
tion. A minor reason is that it pre- 
vents the digestive action of the ptya- 
lin of the saliva on starch or sugars 
in the food—ptyalin being a digestive 
ferment; hut only a small part of the 
starch and sugar digestion is  per- 
formed by ptyalin in the most favor 
able circumstances; it is chiefly done 
by the amylopsin (another digestive 
ferment) in the pancreatic juice that 
acts on the chyme in the intestine. 

Milk or cream may be taken along 
with bread or cereals because both 
foods are digestible partly by ptyalin 
and partly by the gastric and pan- 
creatic ferments. Because of the sugar 
(lactose) in milk, buttermilk, skim 
milk or cream, slow sipping probably 
favors digestion, but a healthy young 
person need not trouble himself over 
such trifles. :

One 
day, in 1918, he fell 5,000 feet and 
almo&t got the plane straightened out 
before he hit. : 

West of our field there is a big’ 
cemetery, some railroad tracks, bigh- 
tension wires and a factory. The 
cemetery is on a hill. 

The. wind was. blowing from the 
west, over the big factory and down 
the cemetery hill toward us. At the 
edge of the field it made a strong 
down-draught which tends to pull 
down a rising plane. 

“You can get her over that down- 
draught four times out of five,’’ Bill 
said. “But the fifth time, it'll be 
just too bad. Anyhow, I'd rather 
die natural than be scared to death.” 

A new instructor pilot, a former 
captain in the Royal Air force, came 
out to the field today. He tried the 
take-off alone over the bad hill. In 
the down-draught, the plane dropped 
only a little so he decided he could 
make it with a student. 

The field manager looked at me in- 
quiringly. I nodded. 

“All right, hop in,” he said. 

Bad Take-Off. 

With my added weight, we rolled 
along bumpily with the motor roar- 
ing for the second take-off. We 
lifted after a few hundred feet and 
the plane rose slowly, much too slow-

Then I quit wondering. I knew we 
The motor missed and 
spluttered dismally. The plane drop- 
ped sideways toward the railroad 
tracks to the left of the cemetery. 

I let go of the auxiliary controls 
so as not to interfere with the pilot. 
He cut off the motor. I knew he 
expected to crash. If you crash with 
the motor running the spark is like- 
ly to ignite the gasoline tank as it 
bursts and turns you into a torch. 
I put my arms up across my fore- 
head to get all the protection I could. 

Split-Second Thinking. 

The plane swung heavily over away 
from the railroad tracks and down 
toward the cemetery. It straighten- 
ed out a bit and with a narrow 
clearing ahead of us, the pilot sud- 
denly decided te try again and “gave 
her the gun.” It ws split-second 
thinking. The motor roared once 
more and we lifted a little. 

We were headed straight for an- 
other group of trees down the side 
of the railroad track. The plane was 
still sluggish but it lifted. We clear- 
ed the trees by ‘a few feet and 
climbed. 

High over the field, I took hold of 
my set of the dual ‘controls again 
and we flew about for half an hour, 
then down to a smooth landing. The 
crowd rushed up to greet us. They 


were in a hot argument as to wheth-} 


er we had eut off the motor to “take 
the crack-up” or if it had stopped a 
moment itself. 

Bill said his theory was that when 
we hesitated up there and slipped 
sideways, we were just trying to de- 
cide between the two sides of the 
cemetery. 

“TI cut the engine to take the crack- 
up when I saw we couldn't lift any 
more,” the captain said. “But those 
railroad tracks looked so hard, I 
I crashed on 
some railroad tracks once and they 
were so hard.”’

WALTER R. McDONALD VOTES 
FOR GEORGIA PEACH GROWERS 
TO PAY HIGHER FREIGHT RATES 


About thtee years ago the peach 
growers of Georgia, North Carolina 
and South Carolina petitioned the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to re- 
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duce the freight rates on peaches. 
+Commissioner Walter R. McDonald 
| was a member of a committee of State 
Commissioners that cooperated with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
in investigating thesé petitions and at 
a hearing held at Macon the Georgia 
peach growers submitted considerable 
evidence showing that the freight 
rates on peaches shipped frum Geor- 
gia were too high. 

The matter was then taken under 
consideration by Mr. McDonald and 
the other members of his committee 
for about two years. Finally on one 
of his visits to Washington Mr. Mc- 
Donald gave a state to the newspa- 
pers, which was published in the 
Macon Telegraph, that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission had passed an 
order reducing the rate on peaches to 
the extent that Georgia peach growers 
would save about $500,000 a year. 
When this order was received by the 
Georgi.. growers they found that their 
rates had been INCREASED about 


j further investigation. 


$500,000 a year, and that Mr. Mc- 
Donald had voted for this order. 

The Georgia peach growers then 
protested the order and asked the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission net to 
make any change in the rate until 
the Commission could make some 
Mr. McDonald 
missed his guess on his adjustment by 
approximately $1,000,000 after two 
years deliberation. This demonstratés 
thoroughly that Mr. McDonald is not 
fit to be on the Georgia Public Serv- 
ice Commission. 

The rates from North and South 
Carolina were greatly reduced, but 
the Georgia peach growers are com- 
pelled to continue paying the high 
freight rates complained of, notwith- 
standing the fact that they should 
have had the same proportionate re- 
ductions given North and South Caro- 
lina, and should have received the 
benefit of that lower rate during the 
shipping season of 1927 and 1928, at 
the time it was so badly needed.

“I asked him where he wanted me 
to drive him,” Redell narrated, and 
he said ‘drive any damn place, but 
get out of here.’ 

As police Teconstructed the taxi 
trip, the package described by Redell 
contained creosote used as a deodor- 
ant to smother the odors that would 
arise from the body of the girl and 
possibly lead to discovery of the 
body. Traces of creosote were said to 
have been found on the parched body 
found in the mountains near here. 

Beitzel flatly denied ever riding in 
Redell’s cab, or ever having seen the 
driver before. 

Yesterday, detectives found a pis- 
tol of large calibre wrapped in towels 
in a desk used by Beitzel where he 
worked. Beitzel readily acknowledged 
that the gun was his, the officers de- 
clared. He said he had taken it for 
inspection before purchasing’ it from a 
fellow employee. 

The foresight had been removed 
from the gun. The weapon was des- 
scribed as of the same caalibre of the 
bullet which killed Miss Mauger. 

Another development in the case 
was the finding of a man’s handker- 
chief in Miss Mauger’s laundry bag. 
Police said the cloth was _ blood- 
stained. 

The dead woman’s clothing which 
was said to have been shipped to 
Phoenix, Arizona, by Beitzel, was ex- 
pected to arrive in Los Angeles to- 
morrow; ‘The clothing worn by the 
girl on the day she rode into Stone 
canyon with Beitzel was believed to be 
among the garments making up the 
bundle, 

Beitzel has remained steadfast since 
arrested in denials of any knowledge 
of the girl’s death. 

Beitzel, who left a wife and two 
small children in Philadelphia, “when 
he came to California. with Miss 
Mauger, was formally charged with 
murder yesterday. An inquest will be 
held tomorrow,

This confusion between theory 
and practice is due to the fact 
that few stars play alike. When 
the right elbow is not tucked in 
and the shot is well played the 
golfer in some way makes allow- 
ance for it. 


But the duffer who slices might 
look into this right elbow busi- 
mess for.a cure.

Eyes of Country Turning On 


South Georgia, Says. Leader 


In the interest of the best service 
of this weekly business review depart- 
ment we very often go long distances 
out of Atlanta to get first-hand in- 
formation about the progress of some 
of the firms on this page or look into 
business conditions and what future 
effect they will have in the Atlanta 
territory. 

Some two weeks ago the Yancy 
Bros., large machinery dealers of 
Whitehall street, suggested that- we 
go into south Georgia and visit the 
large farms as well as the small towns 
and cities and report to them the crop 
condition and road and city construc- 
tion work as we saw it and also call 
on their affiliated house in Albany, 
the Yancy Tractor company. 

In our report to them we stated 
that in our many years traveling in 
south Georgia we never saw crops look 
so well on the whole at this time of 
the year as they do at present. It 
seems that where the farmers were 
complaining about too much rain a 
few weeks back it did not do so much 
harm after all for with so much mois- 
ture in the ground this last three 
weeks of sunshine has done -wonders 
helping corn of good seed grow 12 
and 14 feet tall, cotton 4 and 5 feet 
tall; peanuts extra good, and all other 
crops extra well in proportion. 

In the Albany Yancy plant we met 
L. D. Yancy, formerly of Atlanta, 
who is manager of a very progressive 
organization, located in a very nice 
new building at 109-115 Brooks ave- 
nue, Mr. Yancy was very enthusiastic 
about the outlook and stated that his 
traveling men .had agreed with him 
that the crop condition in their section 
was the best that they had ever seen 
and the outlook for construction work 
was extra go 

Speaking about the power. plant and 
dam being built across the Flint river 
in Crisp county, by Crisp county, Mr. 
Yancy says that in his judgment this 
one development will do more to at- 


tract industries to Crisp and adjacent 
counties than any other one thing 
that has ever happened in that.part of 
the state, 

The contract for the eonstruction 
of this big power dam and plant was 
recently let to L. E. Myers Construc- 
tion company, of Chicago, and 8. J. 
Groves & Sons company, of Minne- 
apolis, E. S. Killebrow, of Albany, 
is engineer in charge of construction, 
and W. K. Snelgood .is located in 
Cordele, representiyg the 8S. J. Groves 
company. 

Speaking about his own business, 
Mr. Yancy stated that the people who 
ean afford it are taking to machinery 
over mule power on the farms and 
in road and construction ,work and 
a large number of the larger growers 
of pecans were using caterpillar trac- 
tors in the cultivating of the groves. 
' Jn addition to all kinds of small 
tools and parts the Yancy Tractor 
company has recently sold two large 
tractors to the Paper Shell Pecan 
Growers’ association, sold one No. 60 
tractor, a No. 12 grader and large 
P. H. shovel to H. L. Dunn & Sons 
for road construction work in Terrell 
county and Terrell county also pur- 
chased one large power shovel for 
county construction work. 

This firm also sold to W. H. Spoon- 
er, of Tifton, who has contract fur 
another large tobacco warehouse, one 
No. 7 Rex “oncrete mixer en? sold 
to Smith Brothers, of Americus, one 
Rex mixer to be used in preparing 
concrete for a large number of houses 
to be built near Americus. 

Mr. Yancy concluded his interview 
with stating that from the experiences 
in south Georgia that part of the state 
is making wonderful progress and that 
new developments are taking place 
monthly and’with the addition ofthis 
power plant and increasing number 
of mileage of good roads the eyes of 
the country will soon linger longer on 
south Georgia,
